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Iceland Says 
Compromise 
Fishing Plan 
NotApproved 


REYKJAVIK (Kyodo-Reuter) 
~The Icelandic Government 
newspaper Timinn, Thursday 
denied that any compromise 
had been reached in the Ice- 
Jandic fishing dispute. 

Iceland did not intend to 
Waive her decision to expand 
her fishing limits to 12 miles, 
but was ready to consider all 
proposals for a solution by other 
nations, the newspaper said. 
Reports of a compromise agree- 
ment came from Copenhagen 
and Oslo Thursday. 

The Icelandic ambassador had 
interpreted his country’s view- 
points at the talks—under NATO 
auspices—in Paris, and the na- 
tions directly interested had 
tried to achieve a compromise. 

But no proposal had been ad- 
vanced to which Iceland could 
agree, and it was possible no 


such proposal would be pre- 
sented, Timinn declared, 
The Communist newspaper 


Tjodviljin said, “Iceland never 
will negotiate with trigger-ready 
guns aimed against her.” 


Pressure Exerted 

LONDON (AP)—Iceland Wéd- 
nesday night came under phy- 
sical and diplomatic pressure to 
give up a projected 12-mile fish- 
ing boundary which threatens to 
disrupt the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 


A British trawling fleet head- 
ed northward with orders to 
defy the new fishing limit laid 
down by Iceland's coalition Gov- 
ernment despite opposition from 
most West European nations. 


Pritish authorities, mean- 
while, suggested the Icelanders 
may throw Communists and left- 
ists out of their coalition Gov- 
ernment for the sake of a com- 
promise settlement of the dis- 
pute.

Air Build-Up 
To Have Top 
Priority 


The Defense Agency revealed 
yesterday that it planned to 
create a balanced Self-Defense 
Force by giving priority to air 
build-up in fiscal 1959. 

The agency submitted a work- 
ing plan for Japan's defense 
build-up in the next fiscal year 
to the National Defense Com- 
mittee of the Liberal-Democra- 
tic Party. — 

According to a three-year de- 
fense build-up plan, approved 
by the National Defense Coun- 
cil in June last year, the Ground 
Self-Defense Force was to be 
boosted to 180,000 men by the 
end of fiscal 1960. However, 
the projected increase of the 
ground forces by 10,000 men 
during fiscal 1959 will be can- 
celed in order to give priority 
to buildup of the Air Self- 
Defense Force. 

Under the same three-year 
program, the Air Self-Defense 
Force was to be built up to a 
1,300-plane force and the Mari- 
time Self-Defense Force to 124,- 
000 tons by the end of the pro- 
gram. 

Under the working ‘plan sub- 
mitted to the Liberal-Democrsa- 
tic Party committee, moderniza- 
tion of equipment of the three 
services, however, will be car- 
ried out during the coming fis- 
cal vear,

The Communist broadcast 
added, “The Chinese People’s 
Liberation Army is determined 
to liberate the lawful Chinese 
territory of Taiwan and the 
offshore islands.” 


Defense Exercises 

TAIPEL (AP) — Nationalist 
and U.S. planes conducted joint 
air defense exercises Thursday 
over the coast of Talwan as 
Red Chinese batteries continu- 
ed to pound the Nationalist-held 
islands just off the coast of 
maéiniand China. 

The announcement by the 
U.5.Taiwan defense command 
gave no details of the joint air 
maneuvers, But it obviously 
was designed to point up Amer- 
ican backing for the National- 
ists in hopes it would deter the 
Red Chinese from trying an in- 
vasion of the offshore islands, 

As the Communist artillery at- 
tack on the Quemoy Island 
group pounded through its sixth 
day, Nationalist intelligence 
sources reported Red land and 
sea movements they interpreted 
as the prelude to an tnvagion at- 
ternpt. 

A Defense Ministry spokesman 
said the Reds battered Quemoy 
with more than 16,000 shells in 
the 19 hours before dawn and 
that sporadic shelling continued 
through the daylight hours. 

The pattern of shelling ap- 
peared to have changed since 
the ery pe of Satur- 
day and SurtMlay. The spokes- 
man said the Red gunner® were 
now skfpping from area to area 
throughout the Quemoy com- 
plex of islands. 

Kear Adm. Liu Hoh-tu, spokes- 
man for the Defense Ministry, 
said, “There is no question in 
our minds that the Communists 
intend to try an invasion sooner 
or later. The heavy Red artil- 
lery barrages, plus the intensifi- 
ed bulldup of the mainiand areas 
strongly indicate sooner.”

NAGOYA (Kyodo)—The A\l- 
ichi Irrigation Public Corpora- 
tion, Japan's equivalent of 
America’s TVA, Wednesday 
made official admission that 
there had been a “serious tech- 
nical error” committed in the 
construction of a large dam in 
Nagano Prefecture. 

Technical assistance in con- 
struction of the dam has been 
provided by the American firm 
Erik Floor and Associates, Inc. 

An executive team of the 
corporation made the admission 
in a press conference held in 
connection with the collapse of 
an embankment wing of the 
Makio Dam, under construction 
in Cnhikumagun, Nagano Pre- 
fecture, 

The dam is part of the cor- 
poration’s giant Kiso River ir- 
rigation and development pro- 
ject. About half of the dam 
embankments were destroyed 
under the assault of swollen 
river waters during heavy 
rains July 24 and last Tuesday. 


The executives said it was 
certain that a “serious techni- 
eal error” had caused the joss 


of some 45,000 cubic meters of 
the embankments, which cost 
sore ¥2O million to build. 


They exptained that the tim 
ing for the dam building had 
been somewhat thrown off due 
to lags in planning and pur- 
chase of land and the failure to 
obtain a World Bank loan. 

Immediate steps correc 
tion of the situation, including 
studies looking toward a 
change in building methods, 
would be discussed with Erik 
Floor authorities and the Japa: 
nese Government, they added.

The propeller was developed 
through research by Marshall P. 
Tulin, 32, now with the Office 
of Naval Research branch office 
in London, on improved water 
fiCcw over a hydrofoil or cutting 
eage of a ship's hull. 

From Tulin’s discovery of 
new and efficient hydrofoil pro- 
files, scientists at the model 
basin, headed by 30-year-old 
Alec J. Tachmindji developed 
what they called a “super 
cavitating” propeller, 

Cavitation—the formation of 
a vacuum around speeding pro- 
peliers—has been a major bar- 
rier to faster speed for ships 
because of a vapor pocket which 
cuts down the propeller efficien- 
cy 

Tulin’s studies showed that 
when the cavitation vapor 
pocket became longer than the 
width of the propeller blade 
super cavitation developed pro 
viding a free flow of water. 

Philip Eisenberg, head of the 
mechanics branch of the 
methematical sciences division 
of the Office of Naval Research, 
eca'd the super cavitation might 
now be used with the new type 
propeller to increase the speed 
of ships. 

The super cavitating propel- 
ler differs mainly in appearance 
from the normal propeller in 
having a knife edge and a 
sharp profile. 


Tulin, here for a naval 
scientific meeting, said this type 
ct propeiler developed its full 
potential at high rotating 
speeds. He added that this was 
particularly important because 
high rotating speeds were an in- 
herent characteristic of the new 
marine gas turbines which pro 
vided great advances in power 
for ships. 

The Bureau of Aeronautics 
will announce a contract for 
application of the same prin- 
ciple to hydrofoils for high per- 
formance seaplanes. 


New Electronic 
Microscope Shown 


KYOTO—An ‘ultra high volt- 
age electronic microscope that 
ranks among the world’s most 
powerful was put on display 
yesterday at Kyoto University. 

Designed by Keinosuke Ko- 
bayashi, assistant professor at 
Kyoto University’s Chemistry 
Institute, the microscope was 
completed in two and a half 
years at a cost 
by the Shimazu Manufacturing 
Co,, Ltd 


The new microscope has a 
transmission power of 0.5 mili- 
micron as compared to 0.1 mili- 
micron of the conventional 
electronic microscope. This was 
done by raising the voltage to be 
applied to the microscope’s 
electronic wire from 50,000 to 
350,000 electronic volts. 

A new device prevents heat 
generated by the microscope 
from concentrating on the sur- 
face of the object to be examin- 
ed and makes it possible to look 
throfigh the object without 
altering its molecular structure. 


The microscope can reveal 
the inner chemical structure of 
organic substances. and polye- 
thylene which is sensitive to 
changes in heat and the arrange- 
ment of the atoms. 

Kobavashi is scheduled to an- 
nounce the details of the micro- 
scope at the fourth International 
Conference on Electronic Micro- 
scopes to be held in Berlin next

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Administrative Reform 
Japan is not the only country in the modern world 
where complaints are heard of the excessive weight of 


bureaucracy in action. 


Indeed, bureaucracy “run wild” 
seems to be a distinguishing feature of the present age. 


if 


carried to the fullest limit only in nations under the swav 
of the dogmas of Marx and Lenin, it is nevertheless ram- 


pant in every country. 


To the complaints of overburdened citizens, of course, 
it is easy to reply that you cannot have a Welfare State 
without a considerable number of government officials to 
carry out over-all plans and to dispense their benefits. And 
a Welfare State is more or less the ambition of most of our 


contemporary politicians, 


We do not know just how many government and semt- 
government boards, agencies, committees. subcommittees 
and other such organizations there are today in Japan, or 
how many government officials are attached thereto, but in 
the aggregate their mumber must be legion. 

The ordinary citizen may be excused if, peering through 


the glass windows of their spacious offices, 


he wonders 


what they all do, and, when they do it, whether it is really 


necessary. 


Be this as it may, one of the promises made 


by the Government Party during the last election campaign 
was that if successful in returning to power it would 
proceed to simplify the administration and thus reduce 
the nation’s financial burdens, 


Soon after the present Kishi administration took office, 
a committee was set up to study the various aspects of ad- 
ministrative reform and the government is now reported to 
be considering the advisability of setting up a more per- 
manent authority to consider plans for carrying out this 
committee’s findings and to study the recommendations of 


various interested bodies. 


In connection with this latter 


point, we recall that in June last, the Japan Federation of 
Employers Associations (Nikkeiren) decided to recommend 
the creation of a Social Security Ministry in the belief that 
such an organization was essential in order to streamline 
the conduct of affairs relating to social security. At the same 
time, it called for revision of existing labor laws and legis- 
lation of new regulations for the betterment of relations 


between labor and capital. 


It seems to us that of late the gulf between labor and 
capital has been widening and if a reorganization of the 
administration can include some useful arrangements to 
bring about a better understanding it would be an accom- 
plishment worthwhile making. The fact that minor govern- 
ment officials are to be found taking part in demonstra- 
tions, rallies and “go-slow” strikes, although they are no 
tioubt encouraged by the blandishments of leftist leaders, 
seems to indicate that many of these men are not particu- 
larly happy in their posts although they cannot generally 
claim to be underpaid. We may well ask why this should 


he, 


The discontents of the school teachers are, of course, 


common property by now, but there are rumors of dissatis- 


faction among the postal workers, too.

pears to be a need for a thorough investigation to discover 


how much unrest is due to what the workers feel

We fear there is a good 
deal of overlapping among these organizations and some 
amount of wasted effort, We cannot quite understand why 
their labors cannot be centralized under a properly con- 
Stituted government authority. 

Of course, it is understood that every major industry 
needs to have its own organization. But when it comes to 
matters of national importance we feel that there is too 


much division of effort. 


A case in point is seen in the num- 


J«r of organizations that have taken part in the attempt to 
increase trade with Red China, the only result of which has 
been that the whole subject has fallen into a seemingly hope- 


less muddle. 


And this, in our view, was caused by the 


undue expectations of private individuals rather than by 
acy reluctance of the Japanese Government to do business 


w.th the Reds. 


Many departments of government in Japan are still 


Lurdened by excessive red tape. 


In fact, it is no exaggera- 


t.on to say that members of the ordinary public, when 
compelled to approach officials do so with a feeling of re- 


luctance. 


Judicial proceedings, especially those relating to 


«civil suits and real estate disputes, are too often delayed 
beyond belief, and the upshot regarded as hazardous, while 
in some government offices the regulations never seem to 
be sufficiently clarified for easy compliance with the law.

Countermeasures Taken 


India’s Exchange Crisis 


Ry P. D. 
NEW DELHI—A series of 
fiscal and export promotion 
measures have been taken in 
India to meet the growing for- 
eign exchange crisis. The im- 
port policy has been made more 
restrictive, priorities have been 
laid down within the second 
plan itself and persistent at 
tempts are being made tq secure 
larger foreign assistance, 

The import policy is being reg- 
ulated to correct deterioration 
in the balance of payments 
position. Foreign exchange 
being allowed only for the pur- 
pose of carrying through the 
“core” projects of the plan or 
projects which are nearing com- 
pletion. Priority is accorded 
now only to imports of industri- 
al raw materials and, as far as 
necessary, to maintain the cur- 
rent level of employment and 
production. 

In the field of exports, excise 
and export duties have been re- 
moved or lowered with a view 
to encourage exports of com- 
modities like cotton textiles, 
vegetable oils and oil seeds, etc. 

Exports of vegetable oils had 
completely been banned until 
recently. This was due to the 
fact that the price of edible oils 
plays a significant part in the 
internal cost of living. The 
prices have to be regulated so 
that they do not tell on the 


is 


consumer. As these are good 
earners of foreign exchange, 


the Government is compelled to 
release for export 20,000 tons 
of vegetable oil and 10,000 tons 
of hand-picked groundnuts, 

Steps are also being taken to 
encourage the export of sugar. 
The difficulty in regard to sugar 
is that its cost of production in 
India is comparatively higher 
and Indian sugar is not able to 
compete in foreign markets. 
Sugar exports are being sub- 
sidized because the internal 
price is higher than the export 
price. The Government of in- 
dia has arranged to export 50,- 
000 tons of sugar this year. 

A trade delegation has been 
sent to Soviet Russia and other 
EKastern European countries to 
find outlets for the export of 
Indian commodities. The dele- 
gation, led by the Deputy 
Minister of Commerce and In- 
dustries, has sent encouraging 
reports in regard to the possi- 
bilities of increasing exports to 
Eastern FEurepe including the 
Soviet Union. 

According to experts, the sec- 
ond pian started on the assump- 
tion that merchandise imports 
would be of the order of Rs. 
7,000 million during the first 
year of the plan and Rs. 10,000 
million in the second and third 
years. The expectation was 
that the bill of the imports 
would be only about Rs. 8,000 
million each year, tnaking the 
total for the five years, Rs. 
43,400 million. 

On the--other hand, export 
earnings were aSsurmed at the 
rate of Rs. 6.000 million for 
each year making a total of Rs, 
20,000 million over the five-year 
period. It was expected that 
the surplus of investment may 
be of the order of Rs, 2,250 
million so that the imbalance in 
foreign exchange reserve for 
the total plan period would be 
Rs. 11,000 million, 

The crisis arose because in 
1956-1957 imports went up to 
the level of Rs. 10,770 million 
while exports were only for Rs. 
million. Present indica- 
are that in 1957-1958 im- 
would have risen to Ks. 
11,750 million’ while exports 
went to the abnormally: tow 
level of Rs, 5,750 million, owing 
partly to the American rece 
sion. That is how India was 
caught quite unawares with an 
enormous foreign exchange 
gap.

ed that in spite of the cutting 
down of imports, the outstand- 
ing foreign exchange commit- 
ments of the country are still 
in the region of Rs, 7,500 mil 
lion, 

It is interesting to note that, 
as a matter of fact the foreign 
exchange resources available 
have .been beyond the expec- 
tations of the second five-year 
pian. Over the first three years, 
the total availability of foreign 
exchange resources was Ks. 
4,380 million, 

It is now expected that with 
the sympathetic understanding 
and cooperation of friendly 
countries, specially the United 
States of America, the United 
Kingdom, West Germany and 
Japan, another Rs. 6,000 million 
for the remaining two years of 
the plan may be reasonably ex- 
pected, 

The five-year total external 
assistance, it is expected, may 
come to Rs.10,380 million, 
which is Rs.2,380 million more 
than what was envisaged in the 
initial financing of the second 
plan. ‘This will, of course, fall 
short by nearly Rs.4,000 mil- 
lion required to implement the 
plan, According to present esti- 
mates, the aggregate foreign 
exchange deficit is expected to 
be of the magmitude of Rs. 
17,000 million, 

At the moment, India’s hopes 
lie in the proposed conference 
expected to be convened by the 
World Bank of countries like 
the U.S.A., United Kingdom, 
West Germany and Japan to con- 
ways and means of atf- 
fording financial and foreign 
exchange assistance for the im- 
plementation of the plan pro- 
jects.

“Neko-ni matatabi” (matatabi 
to the cat) is a common saying 
used to indicate anything good 
and tempting, because cats are 
very fond of it, 

Matatabi is the green okralike 
fryit.of a vine plant that grows 
wild ‘in the mountains. In June 
the plant bears white blossoms 
like ume flowers and the broad 
egg-shaped leaves turn whitish. 
When the fruits ripen in sum- 
mer, they are gathered, dried 
and sold at drug stores. 

it is believed to be the best 
medicine for curing cats of 
their illness and all cat lovers 
keep it ready for emergency. 
Not only cats but also tigers 
and other animals of the-feline 
family are said to be very fond 
of it. 

In the old days, matatabi was 
thought to be a good cure for 
such human ailments as lum- 
bago, paralysis and rheumatism. 
So it was widely in demand. 

Today, however, it is seldom 
used as medicine. But in many 
rural districts it is still eaten. 
Particularly in the Echigo dis- 
trict on the Japan Sea, the peo- 
ple are very fond of pickled 
matatabi. Generally it is pickl- 
ed in salt and loved by sake 
drinkers. Often green matatabi 
is pickled in ume-zu (apricot 
vinegar). 

Many of the Echigo people 
make their own matatabi pickles 
but they can also be bought in 
jars or bottles, 

It is not Known whether the 
pickled matatabi has any medi- 
cinal value, but some say that 
there must be something bene- 
ficial as it cures sick cats and 
formerly was used as medicine. 

Lovers of pickled matatabi say, 
on the other hand, that thev 
are very tempting things with 
a taste all their own,
